Was Chosen President of 

| The Irrigation Congress 


BENJAMIN A. FOWLER 
Of Phoenix, Ariz., born in the Bay state, 
has been much honored in the West. 

SPOKANE, Wash.—Benjamin A. Fow- 
ler of Phoenix, Ariz., who was elected 
president in Spokane of the National 
Irrigation Congress, which will have its 
eighteenth sessions at Pueblo, Col., in 
August, 1910, is a native of Massachu- 
setts, born at Stoneham on Dec. 14, 1843. 
He was educated at Phillips Academy, 
Andover, Mass., class of ’62, and at Yale, 
New Haven, Conn., class of ‘68. He 
served with the fiftieth Massachusetts 
volunteers in 1862-3, joining (General 
Banks at New York, and was there de- 
tailed for special service in the signal 
corps and sent to the department of the 
Gulf. He was before Port Hudson from 
the first to its surrender in July and 
participated in most of the battles. 

Mr. Fowler taught a year at Danvers, 
Mass., studied law a year in Boston, and 
was in the subscription and publishing 
business in Boston, New York and Chi- 
cago from 1871 to 1898. The following 
year he located in the Salt river valley, 
near Phoenix, Ariz., and in 190] he be- 
came a member of the twenty-first terri- 
torial Legislature, also Republican nomi- 
nee for delegate to Congress in 1904. He 
has been president of the Arizona: Agri- 
cultural Association and of the Phoenix 
Board of Trade, and is now president of 
the Associated Charities of Phoenix, the 
Phoenix Young Mens Christian Associa- 
tion and the Salt River Vailey Water 
Users Association, the latter comprising 
2000 land owners and including 210,000 
acres of land, pledged to reimburse the 
government for a fund of $7,000,000 now 
being expended on the Salt river irriga- 
tion project. 

He was a member of the executive 

committee. of the National Irrigation 
Congress. He was elected secretary of 
the sixteenth National Irrigation Con- 
gress in 1907 and reelected in October, 
1908, as ‘secretary of the seventeenth ses- 
sions.

restrictions. This can be done only, of 
course, by obtaining from Congress certain 
modifications of the Sherman act, and other 
laws enacted during recent years for the 
regulation of interstate commerce. Not many 
such changes in the statutes are deemed necessary, or advisable, 
nor are President Taft and his cabinet disposed to undo any of 
the good work accomplished by the preceding administration. The 
wuportant thing, however, is that, from all appearances, as much 
attention will be given by the present administration to the re- 
moval of unnecessary burdens from trade as to the enactment of 
new legislation of a restrictive character. 

All the freedom of commerce that is compatible with public 
welfare will doubtless be favored by President Taft in his next 
message to Congress. This applies as well to the agencies through 
which commerce is carried on between the states as to commerce 
itself. The railroad owners and managers of the country profess 
to be in sympathy with governmental regulation, and some of 
them have gone so far as to declare that they court it; but everv- 
thing, of course, depends upon the nature of this regulation, and, 
especially, upon the spirit in which it is carried on. 

The business men of the country, the corporations, all of the 
vreat interests, seem confident that the Taft administration is to be 
careful, considerate, conservative. Else all would not be making 
preparations for a season of great prosperity and expansion. 


By way of comment on aviation week in 
Rheims, it is curious to find that two years 
after the discovery of America an Itahan | A 
inventor made a daring and _ successtul. at- 
tempt at flying with a mechanical contrivance, 
It was at Perugia, in 1494, that Giovanni 
Battista Danti surprised a large crowd of 
his fellow citizens by flying a distance of 
nearly one third oft a mule, by the aid of two 
large wings moved by an ingenious mechan- 
1S10). Acording to the historian Cesare Alessi, who witnessed the 
fight as a child, it was undertaken on the occasion of a marriage in 
the princely Perugian house of Baglioni, and Danti flew from the top 
of a tower to the roof of a house, across the great square of San 
Lorenzo at the moment the cortege appeared in the square. <A 
defect in his mechanism compelled him to come down prematurely, 
but he appears to have alighted on the roof without the slightest 
mishap and in perfect control of his machine. His flight was 
accompanied by a piercing, strident sound; but it is not known in 
what manner his machine was propelled, although it was minutely 
examined by a multitude of people. 

Alessis description of the nocturnal trials that Danti made 
before he came forward recalls the mysterions airships so often 
reported sailing through the night on both sides of the Atlantic. 
But when he had made his flight, the matter ended there. Apparently, 
Danti had no thought of “utilizing or perfecting his invention, 
notwithstanding the amount of labor and time he had _ bestowed 
upon it. Both, according to Alessi, were considerable. In Danti’s 
family the study of mathematics and mechanics was traditional, and 
the inventor distingwshed himself as an engineer in the campaigns 
of the Baghoni, lords of Perugia. That he should have failed to 
follow up his experiments 1n order to utilize them in war is certainly 
noteworthy when it 1s realized to what extent militarism is endeavor- 
ing to monopolize the progress made in modern aviation. To him 
it was enough to be called the “Daedalus of Perugia.”

West. The recent national irrigation congress at Spokane and the 
recent transmississippi commercial congress at Denver were brought 
together primarily for the promotion of western interests. Much ot 
the time of both was given over to discussions which have resulted 
only in bringing about a division between the friends of the Roose- 
velt policies and the friends of the Taft policies. First of all, 
however, it became necessary for the leaders in the discussion to 
declare that there is a difference between the two policies with regard 
to the point at issue, the preservation for public use of the water 
power in the public domain. 

No state in the Union is more deeply interested in the conserva- 
tion of water power than Oregon, It is in a position to speak for a 
great section of the country upon this subject. What it will say 
when called upon to express its opinion cannot now be recorded here ; 
but it is possible to draw from the editorial comment of one of its 
leading newspapers, the Oregonian of Portland, a conclusion that 
bears out the impression that the \West is not going to permit itself 
to be carried away by anv partizan dispute between the triends of 
the last and the friends of the present administration policies. ‘There 
has been too much theory and doctrinaire business in the conduct 
of land affairs by eastern men devoid of western interests and 
sympathies,’ declares the Oregoman. “Land frauds and waste of 
forests have been worked to death as pretexts for an obstructive 
policy in opening the public domain. Both the frauds and the 
waste were due to a lax public sentiment. This has been corrected, 
and hereafter both will be held in check by popular demand _ tor 
conservation of land, forest and stream.” 

But while the work of reform is progressing, the development 
of the West is not going to be checked or stopped, if the West can 
prevent it. 

If the West had been tied up, or fenced in; as a great national 
reserve fifty years ago, doubtless the public domain today would be 
vastly greater in extent than it is, but what the West needed more 
than theoretical conservation fifty years ago was practical develop- 
ment, and this is what the West needs today. 

There are laws that are intended to prevent the spoliation of 
public lands, forests and rivers. The charge is not that Secretary 
Ballinger is violating these laws, but, rather, that he insists upon 
acting in strict obedience to them. Mr. Pinchot holds that the laws 
are not absolute—that they need to be construed. Perhaps this is 
true, but it is not the business either of Mr. Pinchot or Mr. Ballinger 
to construe them. We have courts for this purpose.

Costa Rica, though 
again reported in danger of interference from Nicaragua, has for 
a considerable time enjoyed immunity from upheavals, since the 
vicinity of the Panama canal demanded an early control of the 
situation by the United States government. In addition, Costa Rica’s 
foreign debt has now been refunded by an American bank, and with 
the same measure applied to Honduras Nicaragua will find American 
influence north as well as south of her. 

Most important of all, in the light of present developments, is 
the project of including Guatemala in this financial scheme. The 
predominance of American financial interests from the southern 
border of Mexico to the northern border of Colombia will by itself 
provide a gradual solution of the whole problem of Central America, 
because it will do away with the old antagonism of the two rival 
factions, Guatemala-Salvador and Honduras-Nicaragua, and bring 
about close intercommunication by a longitudinal railroad. The plan 
IS a Vast provement on the scheme of policing Central America by 
the joint efforts of the United States and Mexico. 

Mexico's inner situation appears yet, as of old, dependent on 
individuals rather than on institutions. Dut because it 1s a situation 
not easily understood by Anglo-Saxons there is no ground for 


means—to render the case of the property owner and taxpayer 
endurable—are among the contributing causes of the deficiency: in 
school space. No sooner are new buildings erected than they are 
packed ; the experience of the average great city in the United States 
for the last twenty-five years is that new school built lings seemingly, 
like new trolley lines, create the patronage that. crowds them. 

Twenty- -five thousand children more than applied last vear are 
seeking admission to the New York city public schools this year. The 
prospect 1s that more children will be on half-time this year than 
ever before. During the last school term 55,000 children were on 
part time; the number will probably be increased to 66,000 this year. 
That is to say, 66,000 New York city school children will be provided 
with partial instruction only during the next school year. 

The city of New York expended $35,000,000 on public educa- 
tion last year, the city of Chicago $22,000,000, the city ot Boston 
$10,000,000—all of the other large cities proportionately. The ex- 
penditure of the country at large upon education was $442,000,000. 
These figures leave no room for doubt as to the attitude of the 
popular mind toward education. Nevertheless, there ts hardly a 
large city in the country which does not fall short of fulfilling its 
whole duty toward its children. 

Not only are the children who are “crowded out” and the 
children who are put upon “part time” suffering a wrong which 
cannot be righted, so far as they are concerned, but the fact that 
communities are notoriously unable to accommodate all their school 
children prevents the enforcement, properly, of compulsory education 
laws and laws against the employment of minors, 

The situation is one that demands calm, not heated, discussion. 
Most of the communities with which fault may be found in this 
particular are doing what they believe to be their best: the question 
is, Cannot they be made to see that they can do much better? 
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RUGS AND CARPETs, considered as works of art, will not get 
in free, even if they are a hundred vears old, or more. The govern- 
ment has put its foot down on them. 


If IT IS TRUE that increased gold production accounts for the 
increased cost of living, the remedy ts plain enough. 


THE CRANBERRY CROP is big this season, also, and the turkey 
crop is all that could reasonably be expected.
